$>. The KC i'Pii recruits new party members on the basis of two distinct 
sets of standards* 

(a) Candidates for municipal or state positions are required to fulfill 
conscientiously and meticulously their roles of small cogs in a 
largo machine • They are, according to the KC Pivf, "expected to 
build 3 s lowly and patiently. the foundations of our extern. They 
nust forget their own personalities and feelings

(1) be able and willing to impose their will on the masses 
without regard to moral or legal considerations, 

(2) fully understand party objectives,

1C* KC rVii instructions regarding tho acceptance of new members recommend 
tho following: 

(a) Termination of mass recruitment except in special cases in terri- 
tories ./here the Party 1 s influence is not v/ell established. In 
such instances prior consent nust l jo obtained from tho local PWt 
Committee. 

(b) Dismissal of unsuitable membei 3 . 

' (c) Accoptancc by field offices of only those volunteers who can 

produce two references* This practice will assure tho acquisi- 
tion of genuine followers who are attracted solely by jrarty 
aims and activities. 

(d) Introduction of a six months probationary period for party 
inductees* 

11. The FPK required- of its members an almost religious devotion to party 
doctrines and objectives* Ah official fUi p.blication states: "The 
Forty iU’ograr.;, articular ly its economic priaso, should be a Bible for 
FFiC members , inciting them to greater effort* 11 

12* The KC Wr. considers ideological training: of members highly important 
and requires all' members to subscribe to one of the two Party weeklies: 
Trybuita ..olnos ci (forum of i'^eedorr.) and Chlopskio brogi (Peasant Koads). 
Further regulation of reading matter is effected tlirough party call 
organisation. I&ch cell has a "solf-educational" unit composed of 10 
members who control the cell members 1 choice of reading material* The 
study of Poland's history and economic oyster, is emphasised as is. the 
application of harxiot theories to current and future Polish problems* 
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Tiirough tho medium of its educational facilities , each large Party organi- 
zation is exacted to train one capablo political agent out of every hundred 
members enlisted* The agent, upon completion of his schooling, must be an 
able administrator and be qualified to lecture on political and economic 
subjects before lar je public gatherings. 


Ui» Uach smaller Forty unit is expected to produce by similar methods, one 
agent out of every ten trainees. This agent should be qualified for lower 
echelon work 3uch as reading and comnontinp; on press articles before small 
political groups, handling local correspondence, etc. . 0 

24. The mi r in conjunction with the -ZX (Fighting Youtfi Movement), is organizing 
special courses whose graduates are expected to replace reactionary oVents 
in various offices and institutions. 


Expenditures for FFH Activities 

l6o PPk, constituting as it does a state within a state, is .spending enormous 
sums, which are ura.vn from the dtate Treasury. The average local ppk Coir.- 
mittee spends between pO thousand, and 100 thousand zlotys per month on employees 1 
salai ies, maintenance oi. buildings, .etc. .Of this amount, one thousand to 
fivo thousand zlotys is raised .through lncmbershio dues; the balance is paid 
by tho ^District Committee. Every active mt agent receives a monthly allot- 
ment of fx-om 6 thousand to 30 thousand zlotys which conies partly from the dis- 
trict office and partly from the main office in haroav;* 

17- PHi Committees in the Recovered Territories have thoir own estates which are 
v/ell-stocked v/itii livestock and are operated for the benefit of Ml secre- 
taries and outstandingly active members. 

PPu Comments on Keactlonary Strength 

13. The P?K»a appreciation of reactionary strongth* is reflected in the following 
quotations fro:; KC rtfi declarations: 

(a) "Iteactionaries are still quite strong. Their camp is composed of 

clandestine bankers, speculators, owners of non-socialised industrial 
plants, real estate owners, big buyers, and wealthy farmers. A largo 
part oj. the small morel mnt group, some of the more prosperous peasants, 
and a part of tho intelligentsia are also under their influence. ;.:ost 
of the clorgy, particularly of tho higher ranks, support the reactionary 
e laments. ^ All these reactionary groups actually represent only a snail 

■’ segment of the population but they carry weight because of their impor- 

tance arid economic position. The reactionaries' prospects aro enhanced 
by the fact that many from the working masses still have an ideological 
attachment for the old regime and dislike changes “which seei. to bring 
no immediate improvements. Under favorable circumstances, tho reaction- 
aries' chances , night incrcaso, 

(b) ";\ow that the Fob has teen defeated, reactionary elements are looking 

for a new banner , a new loader who will direct them in continued oppo si- • 
tio'i to our party. Although these incorrigible reactionaries have left 
ti.c-.rt5L, they huvo not altered thoir antagonism toward us; they have 
merely shifted to a more strategically convenient position, 

(c) "Tho January elections forced tho imperialistic Anclo-oaxon powers to 

revise their tactics .vith regard to democratic Poland. Thoir decision 
was signalized by the recall from „avsL. of the British and US ambuss 
dwrp. The new Anglo-eaxon policy is more cautious than tho former one , 
of blatantly supporting reactionary olomenbo in Poland. having boon 
uxsappointod with I ikolajezyk, they will now supjjox't certain catholic 
groups and escort pressure on the more flexible elements within the 
democratic bloc," 
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
